The following is reported hj bills of health from Chile: Santiago 
(reported from Valparaiso), plague present, March 6; Antofagasta, 
23 cases of plague, with 12 deaths, in 2 weeks ended March 12; 
Coquimbo, 7 cases of smallpox, with no deaths, in 2 weeks ended 
March 7 ; Iquique, smallpox still present. 



PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Report from Manila — Inspection of vessels — Smallpox. 

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, March 13, as follows: 
Week ended March 9, 1907. Quarantinable disease reported as 
follows: Smallpox, 2 cases; no deaths. 

A few sporadic cases per week of smallpox continue to occur in 
Manila, and an investigation of the cases usually shows that the 
infection was contracted in one of the provinces which has not yet 
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been completely vaccinated. The crew and passengers detained in 
quarantine at the Mariveles Quarantine station, as reported for Feb- 
ruary 9, 1907, on account of a case of smallpox which was removed 
from the steamer Ban Yek, upon which they were traveling, were 
held for 14 days, being released February 22, 1907. As a precaution- 
ary measure all the troops were vaccinated, as w T ell as all persons in 
the immediate vicinity of the place in which the troops were sta- 
tioned. So far no case which could be diagnosed as true smallpox 
has made its appearance. During the week no vessels cleared for 
United States ports.

Report from St. Petersburg — A second case of laboratory plague at 

Oronstadt. 



The following is received from Ambassador Riddle, under date of 
March 29: 

The physician who attended the fatal case of plague which occurred 
in the person of the chief of the bacteriological laboratory at the experi- 
mental station at Cronstadt, is officially declared to be suffering from 
bubonic plague. The case is reported to be progressing favorably. 
The previous case, which was reported March 7, was of the pneumonic 
form. (See Public Health Reports, March 29, 1907, p. 370.)
